I his  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  Logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a D1A/CIA  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NP1C.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NP1C  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CLA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NP1C),  and  the  Production 
Center  lPla  (D1A).  The  photographic  analysis  for  this  particular  re- 
port was  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group.

When  a specific  facility  is  not 
observed  both  its  title  and  letter  designator  arc  omitted  in  the  report.

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SUMMARY 


Tambov  Army  Barracks  South  is  located  on 
the  southern  edge  of  Tambov  (Figure  1). 

This  installation  covers  approximately  168 
acres  and  contains  4 administration  buildings, 
14  barracks,  67  storage  buildings,  38  support 
buildings,  22  officer  s/dependenis  quarters,  3 
vehicle  maintenance  buildings,  an  open  storage 
area,  an  athletic  field,  a small-arms  firing 
range,  a water  tov/er,  and  a possible  radorne 


(Figures  2 and  3).  j 

The  installation  was  covered  oh  TALENT 
photography  of  February  1960  and  jnn  9 KEY- 
HOLE missions  from  April  1962  to!  December 
1964.  Significant  changes  betweeij  February 
1960  and  April  1962  include  the  conduction  of 
11  storage  buildings  and  the  renjioval  of  a 
storage  building.  A high  level  of  activity  was 
observed  on  all  coverage.

Equipment  Siorage/Maintenance  AreA 


Area  J contains  3 vehicle  rriaintenance 
buildings,  each  180  by  65  feet,  and  3 support 
buildings.  Fifty-one  unidentified  vehicles  were 
observed  in  this  area  on  Septeijnber  1964 
coverage.  i 


Area  El  contains  46  storage  buildings  and 
18  support  buildings.  One  storage  building  was 
first  observed  on  April  1962  coverage. 

Area  E2  is  an  open  storage  area.  Three 
rows  of  material  were  observed  on  September 
1964  coverage. 

Area  E3  contains  14  storage-  buildings  and 
11  support  buildings.  Ten  of  the  storage  build- 
ings were  added  between  February  1960  and 
April  1962.
